In regard to water, 
and in other respects, his aeport: was equal 
favorable. 

8. Suhroyuently, the Off 
neer himeclf took advantage of the Doorza 
Holidays in October 1859 to visit the Hill 
he submitted on the 2lst of Octoher 1859, 
report af his examination, which also eml 
parts of this fine Mountain not till then visited. 

9. These two reports, independently drawn up, | 
were so favorable, that the Lieutenant-Governor, 
3rd November tullowing, authorized, as 1 
preliminary step to a closer examination, the ex- 
penditare of n few handred Rupees in improving 
the shorter of the two existing paths te the Hall 
top, as recommended by the Officiating Chief 
Engineer, Nothing further could be undertaken 
till some arrangement should be made with the

32. There is no doubt that enfficient space 
exists on the Bastern division of the [Lil for Bure 
racke for a few hundred men, and for sever il plea- 
gant Bungalows.

Aboo in Western India, is a great plice of pilgri- 
mage for the Jains from all parts of India, There 
ix a Tomple, containing Gautunas or Linages. of 
Boodh, a few hundred yards from the summit ;

16. Jt appeara to the Lieutenant-Governor 
that Soldiers could wot be quartered on the ansrel 
part of the TUll to which the Pilgrims reott 
without offending feelings which it is neither rigt 
nor wise to «ffond, 

17. The Onliciating Chief Engineer wes accord= 
ingly directed to have the Western part of the 
Hill, which was as yer unexplored, carefully 
examined. ‘The mensures necessary to effect thus, 
it was obvions, would oceupy a considerable time, 
inasmuch ns no path had ever existed by which 
this part of the Hill conld be appreaghed from the 
Plains, and it would therefore be necessary t? 
construct a new path of about six or seven miles 
in Jength, starting from a new point of departer® 
on the Grind Trank Road. 

18. While these instructions were in course of 
being carried out, a reply was received from th 
Commissioner of’ Chota Nagpore to the letler 
addreseed to him, in regard to the owaership 3% 
ocenpaney of the Hill. Captain Dalton bad bet 
directed fo report whether the owners of the Hill 
some of whom were uhderstood tov be minct 
under the Court of Wards, were willing ‘to

19. The reply of the Commissioner of Chota 
Nagpore, dated 7th February, was received on the 
goth idem.

I brought casually to your notice lant year, namely, 
the Hill of Purisnath; my idea on’ making it a 
BSanatarium was not approved of. I had not then visited 
the Hill or gone to its summit, but having done ao last 
month, I would wish to be allowed to place on record 
‘8 few observations regarding it and its climate. 

2. The starting point on the Grand Trunk Toad 
is at the Village of Muddoopoor (close to 194th mile- 
atone from Calcutta or aixty-cight tiles from Ranec- 

ng) Tt took me three anda half hours (in no way 

hurrying myself, but casually stopping to look at this 

flower or that treo or stone.) to reach the Temple, a 
distance of between five and six miles, but I returned 
in one hour and fifty minutes. 

8. On the 3rd ultimo, at Ga. m., I left Muddoo- 
poor; the Thermometer was then 86°, In duc course 
I reached the top of the Hill, which is about one 
quarter of & mile above the Temple referred to. 

4. The Road up for about two miles was easy 
onough, but rough. After that and to the Temple, 
there can hardly be said to be a Road at all A 
rade tract, straight up the Hill, was visible only here 
and there; 80 oveaxionally 1 had a little difficulty in 
xerambling up, but from’ the Temple to the top’ the 
path-way was ensy enough, 














5, The day happened to have been am xlerately 
cool one below, for there had been rain, My Thermo- 
inetor, as I have before said, was 86°" early in 
the morning. 1 think T may assume that the Mer. 
did “not rive whove &89 durmy that day. 
At 4 P.M, on my return to Muaildoopoor, it was 
At tho top of the Hill placed in one of 
the small Temples, the Thermometer between 12 
and 2 o'clock varicd from 69° to It rose 
to 73° only when there was bright snn-shine;

6, At the large Temple there are two Springs, one 
immediately above it and the other just below it: the 
water 13 pure and delicions ; it 18 not very abun lant, 
but by management it would sutlive, I think, for from 
sixty to cighty men; but on the ather side of the Hi 
about u mile down IJ heard there was abundance of 
water. Thad not time to go down and ace it, but 
there is no doubt whatever wbout this. for an Ofc 
ofthe 99th Fuot, whom 1 found on the Hill, with a 
comrade shooting, tol Line he had seen it hinself 


7. On the ridge of the Hill thore is ample building 
ground for many Cottages. ‘Phere would be no diffienl- 
ty in finding 1 om on the top and immediately round 
it for Building: fur 3, 4, or even 5600 men; there 1s 
abundance of building stone wt hand, and timber is 
plentiful some little way down, but there is no lime. 
stone on the [Till as far as 1 could learn, 

8. No one resides on this THill or any of the 
neighbouring ones. I believe the Temples are perio. 
dically visited, but no one is left in charge; the 
jungle up to aud about the Temple is dense, and wild 
‘animals of all kinds abound; but on the ridge it is 
comparatively xpeuking clear; once a ludgment was 
made, this jungle would soon disappear near the Set- 
tlement. 

9. All supplies of course would have to be arranged 
for from below in the firstinstance, but the Settlement 
would in due time draw in its own requirements A 
Road pr lined ont from the Grand Trunk Road 
to the ridge is one of the first things that should be 
thought of. If a Sunatarium is ever dedided upon, this 
once prepared, shops built, a bazar formad ; in fact 
there is no fear that the neighbouring Plains will aot 
supply the market." 
































10. Within the past few years I have seen some. 
thing of Hill Stations, and their wants for the resi, 
dence of Europeans, and I feel convinced that Paris. 
nath hax only to become known to ua to be a suitable 
delightful, and healthy spot to retire to. The rangoe 
of Hillx adjoining and extending to the North-Wot 
of Purisnath would admit of Roads being made round 
them, joining the Station ones at very teifling outlay, 
and afford mons for exer and plessnre. In fact 
1 think that many miles of level Road eould be con, 
structed round and about Parivnath; and here 1 
would refer to its easy approwch from Caleutta, 
Starting: by the morning Train at 9 o'clock you reach 
Raneegunge at 4 Staying two hours there, you get into 
a(harre and at the moderate rate of six miles per hour, 
you wonld reach Muddoopoor at 6A. a6, then up the 
Hill in say four hours ; that is, in about twenty-four or 
twenty-five hours you are transpertad from the Careutts

Measures taken by the Maharajah of Gwalior 
for the suppression of Outrages committed in 
British Territory by bands of Marauders 

from His Highness's Dominions. 





Avotr the 9th June last, a body of Mutimeers, 
Rebdls, and Dacorts, not less than 300 strong, under 
thar Leader Dowlut Sing, crossed from the Gwahor 
Tantory into the Etawah Distict, wear the Vile 
‘we of Chicknee. Dowlut Sing w one of those 
Rebels who have for a long time harassed the bore 
dus of the Jaloun District. | 

This band, after attacking the Village of Chand- | 
omah, retired ito the ravines on the banks of the 
vumna, where they lay concealed for two days

The 
Proclamation became known at the same time to 
the Ryots of our adjoining Furreedpore and Bar- 
re sia Concerns, which are also within the 
Kurreempore jinisdiction, and at a later period 
to our Ryots in Rajshabye and Pubna, by means 
of copies uf the Proclamation procured’ {rom Kis- 
senaghur, aud uleo from Shikurpore, where moxt of 
the head Ryots hold land:

out gradually, commencing in May, and being 
apparently pretty generally completed by the 
tor part of July. 

6. The effet of thi» Proclamation has bees to 
put a complete stop to our Indigo cultivation ; the 
Ryots throughout a// ny Coecsus have aweopled 
it us un invitation and command fiom Gover 
ment to disregard their unfulfilled contr:

2. In reply, Lam desired to refer you to the 
Proclamation lately issued under the sanction of 
the Governor General in Council, which, in an 
unmistakeable manner, explains their position to 
all parties, A large number of copies of that 
Proclamation in the Vernacular have been sent to 
the Commissioners both of Nuddea and Rujshuhye, 
with instructions to make the contents thuroughly. 
known to the people in all places where a rupture 
between the Planters and Ryots has shown itself? 
so decidedly, that the issue of any Proclamation 
at all on the subject could not have any bad eifoct, 
or be liable to be misunderstood. 


8. In that Proclamation it is declared that 
if any Ryots or other persons believe that the 
Government wishes that the cultivation of Indigo 
should cease, they are mistaken ;” und “ all Lyots 
who are under a valid unexpired contruct are 
warned that if they do not fu'fil their engagements 
honestly, they will be liable io aetions in the Civil 
Court, and to deere s for damages.” The Ticute- 
nant-Governor has no reason to donbt that this 
Proclamation, issued with the sanction of the 
highest authority, has been made generally hnown 
wherever it was required. Buta copy of your 
letter will be sent to the Commissioners of both 
Divisions, with instructions that, with especial 
advcrtence to such cases as you deseribe, if any 
means still remain untahen’ for the pnrpose af 
impressing upon the minds of such Ryots as may 
be under vulid unexpired contracts their true 
position, further means for that purpose may be 
taken whenever required.

6. A state of such strong ing on the part 
of the Ryots, ax is described, is very much to be 
lamented; and it may perhaps be a matter worthy 
of the consideration of both the parties in the di:

comed, based upon such terms of mutual advan.

13, Satisfactory results cannot be obtained by 
vague representations of this character. It is the 
Tieutenant-Governor’s enrnest desire, and he is 
convinced that it is equally the desire of the Dis- 
trict Authorities, to correct any thing that re- 
quires correction, and to the correction o!

The , following Resolution is published 
gencral information 

The leading principles upon which it was re- 
solved, that a move clficient system of Financial 
control throughout the various branehes of the 
Cwtl and Miltary Departments of the Public Ser- 
vice m India should be established, have been fully 
stated m the Government Reeolutions, Nos. 27 
and $1, dated respectively 7th and 23rd April 
1560, and in the General Order of Government of 
the 6th jay last, No 710, which is the Resolu- 
tion specially alfecting the Miltary Department, 

2. The Miltary Finance Commission, (re- 
eonstituted by GO. G G. No. 654, of 29th 
June 18680,) on the one hand, and the Budget 
Committee convened under the order af Govern- 
ment of India, No 39, dated 1]th May L860, oa 
the other hand, have been sedulously engaged in 
considering, how the details of the aeveral measures 
involved in the new system may best be carried 
out, with the fullest possible adaptation of the 
prineiples pfovailing in Ensland to the existing 
circumstances of this Country. G 

3. In Resolution No. 710 of the 6th July Inst, 
the general seneerene to be entrusted to the Milie 
tary Finance Department were defined and de- 
seribed in detail: and there were directed to be 
exercised, pendiny the organisation of the Depart- 
meat, by the Military Finance Commission, as the 
representative, for the time being, of the Military 
Finance Department. 


4. In Resolution No. 7371, of the 18th 

August last, in the Financial Depurtinent, review- 
ing the Report of the Budget Committee, and in 
the Report No 7, dated 15th June 1860, of the 
Military Finance Commission, approved by Go- 
vernment in letter No, 1309, dated Stet July 1880, 
the general principle to be followed in approxi- 
mating the Indian ¢o the Koglich syste in all 
Dep.rtneats were considered and determined - 
and the formation of a Board of Audit haa ac- 
cordingly been resolved on, with the view to 
ensure the strict appropriation of the monies in the 
Civil and Miltary Departments, in accordance 
with the grants made, and fur the performance of 
the duties below detailed. 
5. The time has now arrived for gising full 
effect to these Resolutions, Ly such a practical 
organization of the sevetal subordinate Depart- 
ments, as shall provide efficiency of Finangial 
control at the most reas mable cost, and at the 
same time secure the smooth and uniform action 
of the system. 


6. The fanetions of the Chief of the Military. 
Finanee Department, as described in the Resoka- 
tion of the 6th July, are, in most material points, 
milar to those that wall be exercised in the 
Civil Fioance Department by the Accountant 
General to tho Government of India, who will 
in future be designated the Auditor General of 
India. It ik desirable on considerations of 
economy aud efficioucy, ae well ay for the sake of 
uniformity of eystein, to assimilate the arrange- 
ments which it is proposed to introduce into these 
two great divisions of the Public Setvics, by 
bringing these two functionaries (Auditor General 


for 
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and Head of the Military Finaneo Depastment,) 
into co-ordinate relations, so that, whilst retaining 
entire freedom of action in matters specially 
relating to their respective Deparjments, they 
may act in unison in regard to all questions of 
general organisation, and evonomy, 
affecting Estimates, Budget, Audit, and 

and determine together any important q 
that may arise in connection with the final Appro- 
priation Audrt, and other arrangements of a 
general nature. 

7. His Excellency the Governor General in 
Council is therefore pleased to resolve, that the 
new Board of ‘Audit shall consist of two Mem- 
bers, of whom the first will be Auditor General 
of India, hitherto the Accountant General to the 
Government of India, and the second the Chief 
of the Military Finance Department. 

>. The Members of the Board will act. together: 
in all matters of genoral organization and 
control connected with the objects set forth in 
paragraph six, and will together be reepontible for 
the right and strict conduet of the final Appro- 
priation Andit: but in all other respects, as Heads 
of the Civil and Military Finanee Departments, 
they will exercise independent jurisdiction over 
their respective divisions of the Service, 

9. The Civil and Militury Finance Departments 
will thus be respectfully presided over by-a Chief, 
with a Seat at the Audil Board; and both these 
Officers will exercise independently of each other, 
in reference to the Departments assigned to them, 
all the fanctions of the character described in the 
Resolution of the 6th July 1860, passed for the 
Military Department. Under thie arrangement, in 
the Military Department there will be, in addition | 
to the Chief, a Controller at cach Presidency, who, 

















exercising the general powers, laid down for that 


Officer in the same Resolution, will supervise and 
control the Military Accountant os well as the 
Local Auditors, Examiners, and Compilers. The 
Compilers will be charged with the cassification 
and preparation of the Accounts ; and ‘there will 
be independent Examiners, who, under the gencral 
rales framed for the Department, will perform the 
duties of detailed examination and check of 
charges; beiag subject to the final control of the 
Chief of the Department ; and also, in matters of 
Office detail, to the immediate and close inspection 
and supervision of the Controllers. 

In nearly sitrilar manner, the Civil De- 
partment will consist ofa Chief of the Department, 
designated Auditor General of India, of Local 
Aaditors under each Government, nearly corres- 
ponding with the Military Controllers, and of 
Local Examiners or Civil Pay-Masters ; as defined 
in paras. 81 to $5 of tho Report of the Budzet 
Committee, and already preseribed in Resolution 
of the L&th August last. 

11. In furtherance of these Resolutions, His 
Excelleney the Governor General in Council is 
pleased to make the following appointments : those 
for the Madras and Bombay’ Presidencies being
